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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-4, 7-13, and 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hereen (6270009). Hereen teaches a blank having a single sheet with a bottom panel 1 with a 
truncated comer edge at 31, a side panel with internal comer stacking tab assembly attached to 
the side panel along a first fold line 11, a tab 32 extending from an edge traversing the 3 fold 
line. 

Regarding claims 2 and 3, as broadly claimed, portion 28 is the cut out as claimed. Note 
that the depth of the cutout (the height of the hand hole) is less than Vz of the width of the side 
panel. 

2. Claims 5 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hereen. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide a cut out less than Vi of 
the width to provide the desired opening for venting the inside contents. 

3. Claims 6, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hereen 
in view of Videcart (EP0573381). Videcart teaches that it is known in the art to provide a notch 
at 28 opposite the tab 27 as shown in Fig. 3 1 . It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to provide a notch in Hereen as taught by Videcart to enable stacking easily.
